For the first time we have had an official nominating committee functioning in the 
churche¢pd They worked hard and took the job seriously. In all their work however, 

they we re unable to find engone suitable for the office of elder. They chose to 

make no nominations for the office and wait until ater in the year and try again. 

fPhey recommended to the congregation an irregidzr move. It was to retain Mac MeGilvray 
on the session on an interim basis until they were able to ma ke a nomination and 

have an election. The congregation voted to do this. So with tongue in cheek w 

went ahead. By the time those in the know make a check on the constitutionality of 

this move we will no doubt have another elder. Mac's term ended and we wanted another 
that is three elders on the session. As far a's we are concerned we are satisfied 

with this arrangement until we can do better. 

On January 10th we had a congrefational meeting an elected Bryan McMullen to the 

job of Sunday School Superintendent. Mabel Olmstead, Secretary for the Sunday School 

and Marion Norton to the job of church Treasurer. The Nominating Yommittee was re-elected 
to serve for the year. 


II. CLEAR WATER SECTION 

Over the past year, the Clearwater Section has opened up considerably. There are two 
families that moved in from New Jersey that were from a Presbyterian background. I 
have spent several calls out there and have left off Sunday School materials for the 
youngsters. I am pretty sure that with a few more calls and the pushing of the Hopples 
who are also homesteading and fairly active that these two families will start being 
regular. 


III. MOTHER INJURED 

During the month I received word that my mother had been badly hurt in an auto 
accident in California. S he had to be in the hospital for bhree weeks and I thought 
that I might have to go outside for a while. However, my brother reports that she is 
making pretty good progress for a woman of 72 and the urgency of going out seems to 
have lessened. 


IV. COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES 

Locally the most important thing that has hit the community to give it a sense of 
importa nce is the organization of a borough. The communities of Delta, Tok, Glenellen 
and Valdez have joined together to form a borough and are in the process of getting 
approval from the current legislature, I have spent a lot of time in meetings where 
we have discussed this pretty \throughiy. : 

I had the ppivilege of addressing the Chamber of Commerce with a testimonial talk for 
Helen Brant our local commissioner. With the new court system she goes out of office. 
She has served for five years and given this town the best law enforcement it has 

ever known. Helen is a regular attendant at church ahd a tremendous help. So I was 
pleased to be asked to speak on her behalf. The community really turned out to honor 
her. 

On the 31st, I went to Fairbanks for the first meeting of the Army Civilian Advisory 
Committee meeting. I was mighty happy to find that Frank Walkup is algo on the committee. 
We had a tremendous time seeing what the Army is doing and also witnessing the firing 
of a Nike missle. I was greatly impressed with the high calibre of men who are on the 
USARAL staff. It was also a privilege to meet men from all over the state and have 
better contacts with the rest of the country.

We had something happen that is not very frequent here in Delta, a death. At Shaw Creek 
the owner of the defu ct lodge there died of on overdose of alcohol. “ut I was called on 


to go to the scene and help with the widow. The way things worked out finally, I read in 
the paper that Brian Cleworth Had the funeral. He had a Gatholice backgrou d and his widow 
a Christian Church tie. Neither had been active. But I did feel that the call on her was 
effective and was glad to be abie to go. 

We held a Junior and Junior High party and had all but one of the kids out. That one was 
sick and would have been there as, her mother was ru ning the party. But it showed us that 
we have a new possibility for using the Rec Hall. Rather than the original purpose of having 
if for GI families, I thnk that there isa growing awareness and need for its use for the 
young people in the community. My hope now is to get a men's group going and have this as 
one of their progects. At any rate, we are letting the idea mull around in several heads 


and I think in the not too distant future that’ there will be some useful answer reached. 


We are starting to get a response. from the Clearwater. homesteaders. This will be slow in 
becoming a very active part of our programs, but the are aware of our interest in them. 
And they even came to the Family Dinner and to church the foldwwing “unday. 

We held a most successful Family Dinner this month. Churk Campbell, the Engineer in 
charge of the atomic reactor and all the projects for Peter Kiewit & Sons in the Delta 
area spoke to us on the reacto. Chuck and his wife attend church regularly. 


Speaking of donstruction, we have the furnace in the manse fully installed and operating. 
We have decided that the furnace for the Rec Hall will have to wait until we can pour a 
concrete base. But once that is done, it will only take a short while to install. 


The Guild is making progress, but is appearing to be a potential wrangling grounds. The 
president is too eager and too serious. .She is so intent on going by the book that some 
of the hanger-oners are balking a bit. But I trust that we will be able to smooth this 
out and make an even stronger group than ever. 


We held a meeting of five men a week ago and started the ground work for a men's group. 

The response was better than I expected. But it will be a struggle to keep it from getting 
to be just another men's club like Trueblood spoke of in Presby. iife. But my ho pes are 
that it might become a powerful and constructive group within the congregation. And a couple 
of the men feel the same way. So there is real good hopes 


Last Sunday as a response to a sermon on prayer, 17 adults remained after the service to 
consider further responsibilities in -prayer. The theme was chosen from the GA call to 
intercessory prayer. I am in hopes that we will be able to establish a reguddr p rayer 
fellowship from this group. I have felt that the whole work here is very lacking in this 
crueial area of prayer. Evidently what was said Sunday express ed this. And there seems 
to be a growing feeling to this end among the people. So our p rayer is that this will 
be prosp ered of the Lord.

I have been assigned to a committee that was functioning full steam but is now coasting 
for a while, the local scholarship committee. We found that it was too late in the year 
to do much good for the present graduating class. But we are looking forward with more 
concrete hopes for the future classes. We are in hopes of raising $1500.00 for scholar- 
ships for our high school.

a nd Alaska a bit more, 

Since I was going outside, I took advantage of the time to go on to Berkeley and visit y 
mother who had been injured in an auto accident earlier this year. I found her ina greatly 
improved condition and was grateful for the chance to get to see here 


CHURCH S_CHOOL_ 

We have had a growth to a small extent in our work with the Juniors and JuniorZ Highs. 
This is encouraging. We have a new set of teachers that will probably help these two 
classes expand even more. ife have acquired the curriculum filmstrips and are using them 
most effectively with this group. We also brought in the film "Martin Luther" for them 
and used it most effectively. 

However, we are now in the position of losin g all our teachers by the time school is 
out this May. So our superintendent and I are surely busyytrying to find replacements. 
Somehow they manage to show up when we really need them. But we can't seem to get ahead 
with any reserves and are always wondering where the’ will sho w up from next. 


NEW ORGANIZATIONS 

On the 15th, we held the first meeting the the men's fellowship. Out of 18 invitations, 15 
showed up and the interest was high. A steering committee was appointed and they are to 
lay the pddns for organiza tion on April 19th. This promises to be a most effective 

group in the churbh, 

The prayer gropu that meets on Su day morning before churhh has held up and is very 
potent. They were thrilled that on the dey of ‘communion, one o f the men accepted Christ 
for the first time. I attrifute this to their prayers primaril y. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 

Several months ago, I scrounged out of the First Church in Fairbanks the old kitchen 
cabinets that they were tearing out. This past month, one of the men was hired to put 
them in the kitchen. This has certainly made a wonderrul addition to the Ree Hall. 

On the evening of our family night dinner, a truck pulled in with four brand new Monmoe 
folding tables. So we inaugerated them the very first day. These too were a lovely 
addition to the church equipment.

We havn't gotten any more work done during 
the whole month on reinforcing these manse floor sunpprts. The holdup has been to 
get heavy center support beam. one of the men of the church was going to get it 
but kept delaying until finally last week he informed us that he was unable to get 
it. We are now getting it from another source and should have it any day. This 
has held us up on the other work too because we cannot get at most until we get 
these floors leveled up. 


I came down with the flu while on my highway run this past month so the second 
day I just made four short calls and came directly home. It lasted only the one 
day but I didn't feel much like being outthen so I came home as soon as I could.

The Alaska Newsletter stated that reports from the field seemed to indicate 
a weekness in youth work. We've been having a regular junior youth program Monday 
afternoons after school. The first day of February we climaxed a 10 week mission 
study series on Africa with an African party and supper for the youngsters and 
a few parents. This was a big success and lots of fun. 


We had no senior youth group meetings this month but had them meet with the 
adults in our four Sunday evening family night mission study series on"fhe Church's 
Mission in Town and Country." Average attendance for the four Sunday nights was 
18. They were very interesting and stimulating studies. One of the most significant 
outcomes of the studies was a renewed awareness of our failure to reach the young 
people through the church. 


I conducted a funeral service for the infant child of a family of our 
community early in the fmonth. The parents are inactive Mormons whom we have been 
calling upon and trying to reach. Their other children have attended our 
Sunday school several times. 


Efforts to get a larger tract of land at Willow took two days and two trips 
into Anchorage during the month and still we have none. I hope a reply my last 
letter concerning the situation will be coming soon. I hope that you, or 
Mr. Pritchard, or both of you can take time to visit Willow with me when you are 
in this area for the Spring Presbytery meeting. 


We've gotten duite a lot accomplished on the manse in the past month. We 
have most of the new floor supports up now, the panneling above the fireplace 
finished, another door hung, the casings up around the kitchen windows and the walls 
painted. These things make thehouse much more attractive. 


The amended articles of incorporation for the Presbytery of Yukon, Inc. 
which we drew up and adopted last fall were found to be in conflict with 
with our state laws in a few points so I've been working with Attorney John 
Shaw of Palmer on these. We will have to present the articles and by-laws as 
corrected to the Presbytery again at our Spring meeting.

It really blew and 
blew for days. We lost a small piece of the roofing material from the church as 
a result of it which calls for a repair job when warmer weather arrives. On Sunday 
momning, the 20th, we had to hold both Sunday School and worship in the manse as 
a result of it also. The wind blew down a power line shortly before Sunday school 
was to begin and the building god cold in a hurry as the furmace rejuires power to 
run, The manse is''on a différent circuit’ so’we did have power ‘there. We made some 
married changes and had a big house full thet moming. 


At our session meeting recently we discussed our church officer training 
program. One person suggested that since we had just completed a mission study ser 
series we spend the time this year in friendship calling in our community instead. 
The idea took hold and as a result a group is going out in pairs for four Sunday 
afternoons to call in our comunity, Weather end some other circumstances have 
been against us so‘the program hasn't been working as successful as I had hoped but 
at the same time I am very pleased to see the people go out. Three new families 
have been attending the last weeks so maybe we have gotten out of the stalemate 
which seemed to get hold of us during the winter. 


We had a work party here at the church one Saturday and the group put up some 
more celotex for the basement ceiling (that is in the church) and did duite a bit of 
work on the kitchen cabinets. 


thd For the manse I have used some special sift money from Christmas to hire a 
carpenter to hang some interior doors. The man is to come again one of these days 
to build the permanent stairs to the second floor. 


For a little outside activity I have recently been taking an active part in 
our Valley Chapter of the Alaska Crippled Children's Association. ‘ur aim is to 
get a speech and hearing therapist for the area. An examination through the schools 
pointed this up as an urgent need. I enjoy the work of the organization very much. 
A second outside activity just begun is helping to organize a Volunteer Fire De- 
partment for the Wasilla area. This too is something we desperately need and there 
is considerable community interest just now. 


Joan puts her outside time and interests primarily in our local library 
association. We have a fine library here for the size of the community. 


I've been waiting for your reply to my letter of February 19 concerning the 
land situation in Willow. I hope you find time to answer the letter soon and that 
you will also plan to visit the Willow area with me when you are in this area 
for our Presbytery meeting. Will we be getting the help of a Seminary student 
assistant for the summer as we discussed and plamed last fall? I certainly hone 
this works out too.
